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“Haman Skeleton” 
Was Dead Horse 


REVIVES STORY OF LOST 
REPORTER 


The report last week of the 
body of a man found by Alfred 
Galloway, a Beaver Creek farmer, 
apparently proved to be a false 
alarm. It seems that Galloway 
discovered a small cross erected 
on the southern part of the Mili- 
tary reservation. It matunally 
argused his curiosity and in- 
vestigation revealed a “head of 
hair” and bones beneath. 

The matter was reported to 
Sheriff Bennett and further  in- 
vestigation revealed that the body 
was that of a dead horse. Just 
how the cross came to be erecved 
is only a conjecture and is figur- 
éd that at the time the horse was 
‘buried that some doughboy erect- 
ed the cross over the grave of the 
animal, 

Galloway maintains, however, 
that the place he located the 
second time, with the Sheriff, 
isn’t the place where he located 
the “body.” He wasn't able, he 
claims, to locate the original 
gtave the second time, and - still 
claims that his first discovery was 
the grave of a human being. 
Sherif Bennett says he searched 
the region thoroughly and the 
horse grave, with the cross, was 
the only grave he was able to find. 
He intends td continue the search. 


The story of the finding of the 
dead body reached the outside 
press before the facts were known. 
This resulted in the publication 
in the Bay City Daily Times of a 
resume of the mysterious disap- 
pearance of a former Grayling 
citizen—John Hannes—in 1907. 
The account is very interesting 
and we are glad to republish it 
in the Avalanche. It reads as 
follows: 

Grayling, April 15.—The finding 
of a human skeleton Saturday 
by Alfred Galloway, Crawford 
county farmer, in a woods near 
Grayling, may be the -aeans of 
solving a mystery of 28 years’ 
standing. 

John Hannes, former St. Louis, 
Mo., newspaperman, who had tak- 
en up a homestead on Portage 
Lake (Lake Margrethe) disap- 
peared in 1907 leaving no trace. 

Mr. Hannes, wi2 nad been sent 
by kis paper, the St. Lou's Posi 
Dispatch, to cover the copper 
atrike at Calumet, was taken off 
the train at Grayling ill with a 
recurring tropical fever contract- 
ed while on correspondent’s duty 
in Cuba during the Spanish Am- 
erican war. He was ill for sever- 
al weeks and during a period of 
convalescence made a practice of 
driving through the country sur- 
rounding Grayling. During one of 
these drives he made up his mind 
to take up a homestead. 

Cabin Used for Target Practice. 

The land he took up on the lake 
ia now a part of the military res- 
ervation utilized by che artillery 
for a firing range, and the cabin 
he built after spending the first 
year in an old logging cabin was 
used by the artillery for target 


yractice until the range was com- 
pleted. 

After filing ‘his claim, Hannes 
made plans to marry a fellow- 
worker on the newspaper. They 
met in Saginaw and were married 
in Roscommon. The following year 
a son, Donald, was born in the 
new cabin which Mr. Hannes had 
built during “off days’ while work- 
ing as reporter and typesetter on 
the Crawford County Avalanche 
and farming his homestead. Later 
with the backing of the late 
Marius Hanson and Hal Davis, a 
New York actor who summered at 
che lake, Hannes started a ranch 
for the raising of prize chickens. 
Two cows and a driving horse 
comprised the remainder of his 
entire livestock. 

Fifteen months after the birth 
of Donald, a daughter, Dorothy, 
was born in the T. Hanson cottage 
where the family had gone for the 
winter to be near Grayling. 

Homesteading in northern Mich- 
igan was an arduous task but 
Hannes managed to find time to 
plan and help construct with R. W. 
Brink, then of Grayling, the 
Farmers’ Line Telephone system 
running, at that time, from Gray- 
ling to Roscommon. 

He managed to eke out an exist- 
ence on his homestead, meanwhile 
during the five-year period de- 
manded by the government, and it 
was on the day that he received 
notice that his claim had “proved- 
up” that he disappeared. 

Had Planned Celebration. 

The Hannes family had planned 
a celebration in Saginaw for this 
occasion and after his business 
trip to Grayling to get the claim 
notice, Hannes was to return home 
pick up his wife and children and 
drive to Roscommon where they 
were to entrain for Saginaw. 

From the time that he left 
Grayling to the present date noth- 
ing hag ever been heard of him. 

His horse was found two days 
later, unhitched from the bugey 
and tied to a rack in front of the 
Price store in Roscommon. 

Mrs. Hannes remained at the 
cabin with her two children dur- 
ing the winter always hopeful of 
his return and spent hours tramp- 
ing the hills in search for her 
husband. Because of illness she 
was forced to return to her fam- 
ily in St. Louis where she died two 
years later. 

Mr. Hannes was popular among 
Grayling citizens for his ability to 
tell stories and often entertained 
them with experiences while work- 
ing for the New York World, be- 
fore his employment in St. Louis. 

He was 45 years old at the 
time of his disappearance, about 
five feet eight in height, had sandy 
colored hair, and wore a full sized 
mustache, popular at that time. 

He always wore a dull gold ring 
of peculiar oriental design and 
when last seen was carrying a 
shotgun.

OF GOVERN- 
LAND BUYING 


Merton Wright, director of the| 
group of men who have been in 
the county for several months pur- | 
chasing sub-marginal lands for 
the government , was the guest; 
speaker at the Kiwanis club Wed-| 
nesday. Mr. Wright charged the 
Government in cneouraging the! 
use of the woodsman’s axe and 
vther destructive implements by 
which most of our natural re-j| 
sources were destroyed. 

Stavstics proved that the re- 
jief load being carried by the 
people was high in the poorer 
agricultural regions, and low in 
the better Jands. ‘Thus the gov- 
ernment has been purchasing some 
of these poorer lands:-and trans- 
ferring their owners to more 
fertile regions. The lands thus 
secured ure being placed under 
administration for game preserves 
and public parks. About one- 
third of these lands that are pur- 
chased aie inoperative. In many 
eases where the owners are ad- 
vanced in age they are permitted 
to remain upon the land without 
rental cost as long as they care to} 
remain there. 

{he speaker explained the dif- 
ference between the farmer who 
is capable and makes a success of 
farming and the one who is a 
poor farmer and.could not be suc- 
cessful on any farm. This first 
group is provided with good lands 
and better opportunity, while the 
latter is placed on small 10- to 15- 
acre farms and in addition be 
pruvided with conservation labor. 

It is the endeavor of the Gov- 
ernment to take the farmer who 
is just hanging on to provide him 
with opportunity to make good. 
This program that is being car- 
ried out promises to be of great 
benefit to Grayling and the con- 
servation effort is sure to result in 
greater and better tourist trade. 

While the purchase by the gov- 
ertiment of these lands remove 
them from the tax rolls, experi- 
ence shows that most of the 
lands were delinquent and prob- 
ably never would pay taxes. The 
payment of delinquent tax is re- 
quired before the lands will be 
accepted by the government thus 
bringing Jarge sums into the 
treasuries of the units in which 
the lands he. This in the ag- 
gregate wili probably bring more 
money to the community funds 
than the lands would if these de- 
linquent taxes were not paid. 

Mr. Wright mentioned the com- 
ing pian of “land zoning’ and 
agreed that st some future time 
he would be glad to explain fully 
this zoning ordinance.

To the correspondents Mr. Roose- 
velt sald he hoped to have the 
work relief program at Its peak by 
the middie of November, at which 
time 4,500,000 unemployed should be 
at work under {ts terms. He {n- 
dicated this program would be car- 
tied out as far as possible by exist- 
ing governmenta} agencies, He will 
seek to avoid moving workers from 
one area to another, and will take 
care of as many “white collar” 
workers as possible.

ment. Hitler and 
his followers had 
hoped Danzig would 
follow the lead of 
Paul Goebbels tie Saar and return 
to the reich, and this may yet be 
the result, for the population of the 
city is more than 90 per cent Ger 
man. But the Nazis were defeuted 
in their attempt to lay the ground 
work for the suppression of all oth 
er political parties and the estab 
lishment of a dictatorship. Presum 
ably their next step will be to vote 
for a change [n the Free City’s con 
stitution and to ask the League of 
Nations, which administers the city 
through a commissioner, to permit 
a plebiscite on return to the reich 
This was openly discussed by Paul 
Joseph Goebbels. German propagan 
da minister, during the hot cam 
paign in Danzig carried on by the 
Nazis. Poland was enraged by the 
violent methods of the Hitierites in 
the campaign and demand an apo} 
ogy from Berlin. The whole affalr 
endangered the new friendship be- 
tween Poland and Germany. and 
probably this was not mourned by 
the other nations of Furope. 


EW dust storms, the worst of 
the destructive series, swept 
over Kansas, Colorade, Oklahoma. 
New Mexico and Texas, complet 
ing the virtual ruin of the wheat 
erop and causing great losses and 
suffering among live stock. Schools 
and shops were closed, airplanes 
grounded and train and bus sched. 
ules disrupted. Some regions were 
being abandoned by all inhabitants. 
A delegation of senators and rep- 
resentatives from four of the strick- 
en states called on President Roose. 
velt and asked him to earmark 
$150,000,000 for a land program for 
the next two years. He did not 
indicate what amount would be 
allocated, but was said by the dele- 
gation to have given assurance that 
he would permit the expenditure 
of all the money that was neces.

ITH the rubber workers in the 

tire plants of Akron, Ohio, 
ready to quit their jobs, the Amer- 
{ean Federation of Labor pledged it. 
self to finance the strike, which 
President Green declared would be 
a crucial attempt by organized la 
bor to force on industry the col 
lective bargaining provisions of the 
NRA. He announced his organiza 
thon would “support the rubber 
workers of Akron for ag long a 
time as may be necessary.” 

Green definitely marked out the 
tire strike as a test of labor's abil 
ity to. make good on the promises 
held out to it by the New Deal. The 
nationa) labor relations bourd, be 
pointed out, had ordered the big tire 
companies, Goodyear, Goodrich, and 
Firestone, to allow their workers 
to elect representatives for col. 
lective bargaining. The companies 
have refused and iabor now takes 
into its own hands the enforcement 
of the NLRB decisio:, Green ar 
gued. 

Tire manufacturers, on the other 
side, recognize the threatened strike 
as a key move in the New Deal pro. 
gram for regimentation of labor and 
industry and are fighting back. Fire 
stone expected to go befure the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Supreme court 
and ask a permanent injunction 
against the NLRB and NRA med- 
dling in its labor situation.

weirs STATE SAVINGS 


Public ‘Works relief Bill recently |. 


signed by the President giving 
him practically unlimited authori- 
ty to spend four billion eight hun- 
dred and eighty million dollars fer 
work relief projects of various 


kinds, and for direct relief. 


It is charged by. Republican 
members of the Appropriation 
‘Committee and not denied by the 
Democrats that there are still un- 
expended ‘several billion dollars 
appropriated for various prujects 
in the original Public Works and 
later measures of similar import. 
Just what justification there can 
be in the appropriation of the 
above-mentioned stupendous sum 
in the face of these unex pended 
balances is miore than many of us, 
both Republican and Democrat, 
ean see. In all the history of the 
country, there has never been an- 
other such an orgy of spending 
except during the World War. 

An investigation of the costs of 
our previous wars discloses the 
fact that four years of the Civil 
War were fought under the direc- 
tion of President Lincoln at an 
expense of less than three and a 
half billion dollars, Add to this 
the expense of the War of 1812, 
the War with Mexico and the war 
with Spain, and the expenditures 
would still be less than the $4,- 
880,000,000 just turned over to 
the President to be expended dur- 
ing the coming year. And we are 
not at war with any nation. 

An interesting study of the ex- 
penditures of all past National Ad- 
ministrations conducted by David 
Lawrence of the United States 
News shows that from the time 
George Washington took his first 
oath of office as President of the 
United States in 1789 until the 
last dollar of President Taft’s last 
budget was spent on June 30, 
1913, the total cost of running 
Uncle Sam’s Government was 
$24,521,845,000. Remember, this 
included 2]] the expenses of the 
War of 1812, the Mexican War, 
the Civil War, and the Spanish 
War, as well as all ordinary and 
extraordinary expenses of the 
government. As these figures are 
based upon official records of the 
U. S. Treasury Department, they 
are indisputable. 

Now watch what has taken 
place under the new dea) Admin- 
istration now in power: The re 
cords of expenditures for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1934, dis- 
close them to have been $7,105,- 
050,000. For the fiscal year end- 
ing the same date, 1936, it is 
estimated—and of course these 
estimates are based upon appro- 
priations made by Congress— 
that the expenditures will be 
$8,520,414,000, or a'total for the 
three years of  $24,206,533,000, 
which is just $315,312,000 less 
than was expended by all of the 
National Administrations begin- 
ning with George Washington, up 
to and including that of President 
Taft, covering a period of 124 
years of our national life. 

In discussing this spending orgy 
recently in the Senate, Senator 
Byrd, Democrat of Virginia, in 
breaking these figures down into 
more understandable terms, show- 
ed that the expenditures of the 
Federal Government amount to 
$13,000 for every minute of the 
day and night, and of that $13,- 
000 the Senator estimates that 
about $7,000 is being added to the 
public debt each minute, all to be 
paid by the present and future 
generations. 

That much concern is being felt 
by loyal Democratic members of 
the House and Senate is exemplifi- 
ed by the statement of Senator 
Tydings of Maryland, one of the 
finest, ablest, most serious minded 
members of that body; a man with 
a splendid record with a combat 
division overseas during the 
World War, when in a speech the 
other day in the Senate he stated: 

“What is the Democratic Party 
now doing? I am not seeking to 
hurt the Democrats; but I believe 
the time has come to raise our 
voices in warning, for before an- 
other year shall have gone by 
there may not be the large Demo- 
cratic majority here and in other 
places which we have enjoyed. We 
cannot go on running the Gov- 
ernment on hot air, on money 
pulled down from the heavens 
which the taxpayers will have to 
pay back. .We cannot continue on 
the philosophy of scarcity, of pro- 
ducing less and less and expecting 
to employ more and more people. 
We can no longer do that with any 
degree of success, because the leas 
work there is, the less we pro- 
duce, the less employment there is. 
Up to this time the whole philoso- 
phy of the Administration, in my 
judgment, has been to produce 
less and to increase, rather than 
to decrease the army of the un- 
employed.”

Crawford county’s contribution 
to the 1934 sale of tuberculosis 
Christmas Seals increased from 
$76.97 in 1988 to $103.04 the 
Michigan Tuberculosis Association 
announced today. 

Sale of the tuberculosis Christ- 
mias Seals throughout the state by 
the Miwhigan Tuberculosis As- 
eociation and its affiliated gocieties 
increased about ten percent in 
1y34 it was said. 

“The entire sale, to date, has 
realized contributions totaling 
$131,113.06," Dr. Bruce H. Doug- 
las, president, stated. “This is 
$13,120.26 higher than the total 
figure of last year, even though all 


sales have not yet been finally 
recorded.” 
“Yhat tuberculosis Christmas 


Seals can be sent out in the mails 
and that money, in the great ma- 
jority of cases will be returned for 
them is, to me, # splendid com- 
mentary on American honesty and 
integrity,” he declared. 

Work on next year’s sale of 
tuberculosis Christmas Seals has 
already started with the ordering 
of supplies. The seal to be sold 
next Ohri:tmas shows a little 
girl of the period of 1863, mailing 
@ letter at an old-fashioned post- 
box. It commemorates the first 
delivery of mail by a government 
carrier, when the federal govern- 
ment abandoned the old system of 
giving private concerns contracts 
to deliver letters and established 
its own system. 

The first job of 1934’s seal sale 
has been financing the Eighth An- 
nual Early Diagnosis Campaign 
of case-finding and education, now 
going on.

This is 
the injunction issued by the De- 
partment of Conservation to all 
persons planning to start fires in 
the open for the removal of brush 
or slash when the ground is not 
covered with snow. 

‘Anyone clearing land, remov- 
ing quack-grass roots and doing 
clean-up work is reminded that 
State law requires that they obtain 
a permit to start a fire for any 
of those purposes when the ground 
is mot covered with snow. A per- 
mat mlay be issued by a conserva- 
tion officer, fire warden or tower- 
man and st the district headquar- 
ters offices. 

During the fire hazard season 
burning permits are especially 
necessary. By means of the per- 
mits fire wardens and towermen 
become aware of the presence of
